ment to me," says Gov. Baxter. "The 
verdict "of not guilty, rendered -upon 
the direction of the Judge, frees the 
respondents from 
any. prosecution 


hereafter in connection with the Ward 
4 ballots. 
For all practical purposes 


they -have been given a clean bill of 
health and cannot be put in Jeopardy 
again on the same charge. 


-"Where, does 
this leave us, and 


•what of the future? There was a ser- 
ious crime committed by some ona or 
more persons and the 
ballots 
were 


tampered with. There 
is 
no doubt 


about that. The Judge himself says: 
'.Xo one questions that the evidence 
here discloses that there was a most 
gross and inexcusable falsification of 
the returns.' 


"The ballots were in the custody of 


the Ward 4 officials, and no evidence 
appeared that they ever were out 
of 


their custody.'As the lawyers would 
say, these - officials, "or some of them, 
'had the exclusive 
opportunity' and 


evidence was presented to show a mo- 
tive to commit-the 
crimes 
charged 


against them. 
. . 


"In the future, -if a group of elee- 


j tion officials do wrong, and it cannot 
1 bo shown definitely Just which Individ 
uals actually did so, although theirs 
was the 'exclusive opportunity,' all can 
escape responsibility. That is the pre- 
cedent that has been established. 


"In my opinion, the outcome of this 


case is most unfortunate, for it shakes 
public confidence, both in our election 
officials and in the power of the state 
to punish criminal acts. I am disturb- 
ed at the outlook, for corrupt election 
officials now are likely to 
consider 


themselves able to. defy the law and to 
escape .punishment. 


"The Portland officials 
have been 


requested by the City Council to re- 
sign, and I have not heard that they 
have complied with that request. They' 
cannot be ousted and If they were, no 
doubt they would be re-elected by tri- 
umphant majorities by their Warjd 4 
supporters. 


"This makes a 


the hands of Justice 'seem to 
by circumstances. 


"In justica to the prosecuting ofCi- 


ciais, I want to say that I have confi- 
dence, in them and bclievo' they did 
their full duty. That tho Judge of our 
Cumberland County Superior Court is 
a man of unimpeachable character ia 
recognizer by all. Tho Judge relied on 
tha law, ha did not pass on the facts. 
. "Tha.present incident is closed. The 
next Legislature, however, can revise 
our primary and election laws and im- 
pose penalties upon negligent ar.d un- 
faithful officials, even though no con- 
spiracy can be proved. At least In the 
future, wa can in part, avoid the repe- 
tition of ths Ward 4 scandi!.'
